DARING ROBBERY 
WITH VIOLENCE 
AT SEDGEWICK 


A visitor to Sedgewick, arriving by 
the east bound train which came in at 
11:10 p.m. on Thursday evening last, 
was assaulted and nearly done to 
death by two men about midnight, 
who robbed her of a considerable sum 
of money and left her in an uncon- 
sclous condition on the railway track 
a few rodg west of the station plat- 
form. 

Mary Hewitson of Calgary, the vic- 
tim of the assault, arrived in Sedge 
wick in company with two men whom 
she met at Strome, her intention be- 
ing to catch the 3:00 a.m. passenger 
back to Calgary. 

The two men registered ‘at the 
Pioneer Hotel, after which, in com- 
pany with the woman, they entered 
the Vet Cafe, where they had lunch- 
eon. It was there suggested and 
agreed that they stroll about town un- 
til the west bound train arrived. It 
was during the stroll that the larger 
of the two men struck the woman in 
the mouth with his fist, exclaiming to 
his companion; “You get the money; 
Vi fix her.” The blow knocked eut 
‘some teeth and caused temporary loss 
of consciousness, and in her fall Miss 
Hewitson’s head struck the rail, 
causing a bad cut in the back of her 
head. The taller of the two men then 
picked up some stones) which he 
threw at his victim, while the smaller 
of the two assailants took the money, 
(about $80), which the woman had 
concealed in her stocking. ‘The stones 
thrown had hit the victim in the head, 
and she exclaimed “Don’t kill me," 
whereupon another stone was thrown, 
hitting her on the left temple and 
eausing a terrible wound, 

The two assailants then left the 
scene, running away fn the direction 
of the town, and when Mary Hewit- 
son had gathered cnoughstrength she 
arose and getting through the wire 
fence awoke the occupants of a near- 
by residence, on the threshold of 
which she collapsed,

There- 
after he lectured earnestly upon the 
extreme noxiousness of this weed— 
and he was dead right-at that. 

Sow thistles flower like a dandelion, 
The flowers have a sweetish smell. 
When the stem is broken a milk juice 
exudes. It spreads both from roots 
and seeds, the seeds being winged as 
in most thistles. These pests started

The 
results from the variety tests with 
fall rye at this station shows con- 
clusively that no variety has any 
great superiority in hardiness or.yleld- 
ing qualities over any other, The 
main point to consider is that the 
seed must be sound, clean and free 
from disease (erf@t). The following 
table gives the results of the tests 
with fall rye varieties at this station 
in 1920:

Rosen (Minnesots) 57. bus. 
Common (Steele Briggs) 67.5 bus, 
Dem. Farm 58.5 bus.

This year’s results are not yet avail- 
able but we have reason to believe 
that the results. will be very similar to; 
those of a year ago. The motto from 
these results should be ‘Use good clean 
seed of any acclimated variety, but do 
not pay more than a few cents above 
the market price for commercial rye 
or for any seed not even Rosen Rye, 
which is very much boosted by certain 
interests.” 

Winter rye should be sown be- 
tween July 15th and August 30th. With 
the earlier seeding, use from thirty 
five to forty-five pounds of seed per ; 
acre. With the-later seeding, ie, 
dates” coming ‘a’ August © 30th; use * 
from forty-five ‘to’seventy pounds of 
seed to the acre. 

The earlier dates 
more certain to produce a_ good 
strong stand, The'early seeding, how- 
ever, produces a strong rank growth 
that makes a heavy drain on the soil 
moisture and sometimes causes a 
lighter yield of rye the following year.

The greatest indus in British 
Columbia jis lumber. fany thou- 
sands of men are employed in hand- 
ling it, from the adventurous pros- 
vector who sets out for parts un- 
known and unexplored to look for 
fresh and profitable timber-licenses, 
down to the expert polisher who fin- 
ishes off the beautifully veined panel 
of Douglas Fir at the factory. 

_It is estimated that there are 400 
billion feet of merchantable timber 
in the Province, more than half the 
forest wealth of Canada, and experts 
say that over five times the amount 
at present cut every year could be 
used without encroaching too much 
on the timber reseurces of the Pro- 
Vinee. ‘ 

The value of forest products for 
1919 was $70,285,094, but this was 
largely owing to the high prices pre- 
vailing for all lumber, wood-pulp, 
etc., due to a world shortage and a 
great demand. 
| The Douglas Fir is the most fam- 
ous of all British Columbia’s trees, 
growing to a height of, 250 ft. and 
6 and 9 ft. in diameter. It is used 
for house construction, boat-build- 
ing, mine props, poles, railway ties, 
bridge and trestle timbers and many 
other things. 
| Then there is the Red Cedar, 
famed all over the world for the 
shingles it produces, doors, frames 
land finely dressed panelling for lin- 
ing living-rooms; the Sitka Spruce 
for aeroplanes, and Western Hem- 
lock for box-manufacturing and 
pulpwood. 

Vancouver is a city of saw-mills; 
there is a fringe of them lining the

LARSEN WOUNDS 
CAPTORS WITH 
PAIR SCISSORS: 


Living up to the letter of his past 
reputation as one of the most danger- 
ous criminals in the annals of mae 
records, John Gundard Larsen, escap- 
ed life-term convict, took’ from his! 
pocket a pair or ordinary scissors and 
made deep wounds in a couple of Po- 
noka Asylum guardians who took part! 
in Larsen’s re-arrest, near Morning. | 
side shortly before seven o'clock on 
Wednesday night. 

A bad wound in the face and the 
shoulder was suffered by one of the 
wardens while the scissore were bur- 
ied deep in the shoulder and side of 
the other, Larsen escaped at 5 o’clock! 
Wednesday morning and was arrest-! 
ed about three and w half miles north} 
of Morningside at about 7 o'clock 
in the evening, and now Is in the hands 
of the asylum authorities who will 
decide upon the later action to be 
taken in the way of punishment. 

It is said that Larsen effected his 
escape from the asylum by knotting 
a number of bed sheets and by ene 
aid of these lowering himself from the 
window, He was a patient in the asy- 
lum hospital at the time. 

Ais re-arrest followed a close search| 
of the countryside for the whole day 
in which asylum wardens and posses 
of Alberta provincial police took part.|

While .this:. was. being 
repalred, it is said, © man was noticed 
on the tracks and a chase immediate- 
ly followed. The fugitive beat his way 
into a wheat field where he was. fin- 
ally taken into custody by the guards, 
His arrest, however, wag not. com- 
pleted until Larsen had carried) out 
what one guard described as a “bear- 
cat” fight and in which two of. the 
guards suffered the scissor wounds, 

It was the intention of the Alberta 
provincial police to use the services of 
a blood hound in the chase, The ani- 
mal, however, with Corporal Kirby, of 
Edmonton, in charge, and other. local 
constables, arrived on the scene short- 
ly after the re-capture had been made. 
The weather and territory were parti- 
cularly favorable for dog-work — and 
police officials expressed the opinion 
Thursday that had Larsen not’ been 
re-arrested when he was, it would 
have been a simple thing for the dog 
to have picked up the trail.
